When 2,000 men quit their jobs and 
stay away from work for seven months 
. there must be a reason. We know nothing 
about the merits of the strike. It may be 
proper and good judgement for the work- 
ing men to stay out on strike another seven 
month$ and it may be good judgement to 
arrange to go to work next week. We do 
not know, however, this is a matter for the 
consideration of the 2,000 men, their wives 
and children who are vitally affected.

JAMES (EMMERICH) LUSTIG 


James Lustig 44, born in Hungary. Came 
to America in 1921 and was naturalized in 
1928 in New York City. Lustig is Business 
Agent of Local 441 and Director of the 
seven-months-old strike at Phelps Dodge 
plant, Elizabeth, N. J. Official member 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Commit- 
tee (A Communist Front which was 
brought before the COMMITTEE ON UN- 
AMERICAN ACTIVITIES, HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATVES, SEVENTY-NINTH 
CONGRESS, SECOND SESSION.) 


‘Lustig was the Communist candidate for 
Alderman, 25th district Bronx county, New 
York, in 1931. He-was winner of a contest 
for selling subscriptions..for the DAILY 
WORKER (official Communist newspaper) 
two years before he was a citizen of the 
United States. In 1930 he was arrested in 
a raid on the Communist headquarters in 





Buffalo, N. Y. He was arrested in Brooklyn - 


in 1935 and fined $25 or five days in jail. 
In 1940 he was arrested and held on $5,000 
bail for “inciting to riot”, leader of a mass 
picket line demonstration of 1000 workers 
at the AIR KING RADIO CORP., 1523 
63rd St., Brooklyn, N. Y. He was a sponsor 
of the Communist May Day demonstration 
and parade in 1941 and member of the 
United May Day Committee. 


In a special report of the Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the House of 
Representatives, Seventy-Eighth Congress, 
second session, the following excerpt has 
been taken _ _ _ _ In the summer of 1938, 
‘Ruth Young was delegate to the Communist 
World Youth Congress (at Vassar Collége) 
from the United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers of America. It is now under 
the mask of patriotism and the C;1.O. Pol- 
itical Action Committee that such Com- 
munists as Ruth Young are working for 
what they have in the past described as the 
“American October”. The 600,000 mem- 
bers of the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America (employed 
in the most vital American defense indus- 
tries) are submitting to an entrenched Com- 
munist leadership which includes such no- 
torious Communists as Julius Emspak, 
JAMES LUSTIG, James J. Matles, William 


Sentner, NEIL BRANT, and Ruth Young.: 


This Union is probably the’ most energetic 
of all the C.1.O. affiliates in supporting Sid- 
ney Hillman’s C.1.O. Political Action Com- 


mittee. 











NEIL BRANT FIRST ORGANIZER 
OF LOCAL 441, ELIZABETH, N. J. 


Taken from the Special Committee’s 
Report on Un-American Activities, House 
of Representatives, Seventy-eighth Con- 
gress, Second Session. 

Neil Brant, original.-organizer of local 
441, United Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers of America, C.LO. of Elizabeth, 
is an ardent follower of the Communist 
Party and was arrested in New Jersey for 
“‘defiling the American flag” in 1941. 

It will be noted, of course, that Brant’s 
arrest for defiling the American flag occurred 
during the period of the Stalin-Hitler Pact 
when the American Peace Mobilization was 
engaged in its Nation-wide seditious ac- 
tivities and when the Communist Party of 
the United States was lending every pos- 
sible aid to Hitler by obstructing the _Na- 
tion’s preparedness program, 

‘In 1937, the International Labor Defense 
set up a Trade Union Advisory Committee 
of which Neil Brant was a member (Labor 
Defender,. October 1937, p.18). The. In- 
ternational Labor Defense, as almost every- 
one knows by this time, is the legal arm 
of the Communist. 

In 1941, the Communists established a 
school in New York City which was known 
as the School of Democracy (now merged 
with the Workers School in the Jefferson 
School of Social Science). Neil Brant was 
a lecturer at the school of democracy. 

There is no doubt whatever of Neil 
Brant’s allegiance to Communism nor of 
his using his strategic position in his union 
and in the C.I.O. Political Action Com- 
mittee to advocate the causes of Commun- 


ism,

as most Americans pray daily. If we gossip 
and talk about a_dozen varied subjects from 


baseball to bridge in barber shop and homes, 


surely we can talk a few minutes on some- 
thing as vital as our Constitutional rights 
being in jeopardy. ‘ 

The main reason for the sad condition of 
today is the laxity in the morals of the 
nation and lack of good family life. The 
family is the basic unit of the nation.

TheChairman: Did he discuss at these 
meetings the progress that the Com- 
munists were making in the Radio and 
Electrical Union? 


Mr.O’Shea: Yes; it was an understood 
thing. As a matter of fact the principal 
officer of his group, for instance, in 
New York City, the director in New 
York City is a man by the name of 
Lustig. Now, Lustig was at one time 
organizer in the Bronx, one of the 
biggest sections, 1,500 Communists, 
prior to going in and becoming a func- 
tionary in the trade-union field. 


Mr. Matthews: You mean section organizer 
for the Communist Party? 


Mr. O’Shea:: Section organizer for the Com- 
munist Party. And he had the official 
position—I think you will find that 
in the public records—and he is now 
regional director of New York. And 
there was another man, James Matles, 
and Lustig, and Rivers. Now, Rivers 
is in the machinists today, had control 
of Brooklyn. His office was around 
Borough Hall and he handled all of the 
groups in that territory—all the ma- 
chine shops.

Mr. Chairman: Was he a member of the 
Commuist Party? © 


Mr. O’Shea: Oh, yes; the yare very import- 
and members. They are members of 
the district committee in New York. 


The Chairman: What did you learn with 
reference to your conversations, with 
these men the leaders in the Radio and 
Electrical Union, with reference to 
Communist control of that union?
